HEW INSURANCE LAW. 


San Luis Obispo the First County to 


Try It. 


SAX FIIAXCIBCO, Juno 28.—San Luis 


Obispo ie the first county in the state to 
take advantage of the law enacted at 
the recent session of the legislature per- 
mitting ol the 
formation of county 


mutual insurance associations. The act 
provides that 25 or more residents of a 
county owning property aggregating not 
leas than $50,000 may unite for insur- 
ance purposes. It is for tbe beneht of 
farming communities and so far as Cali- 
fornia is concerned is an experiment. 
The county associations are under the 
supervision of the state insurance com- 
ininaioner and today when the first ap- 
plication under the new law was re- 
ceived by Commissioner Chime it was re- 
ferred hy him to the attorney general to 
decide if all ol the requirements o! the 
act had been properly complied with.

WHALERS FROZEN IN. 


Three of a Fleet of Steamers 


Caught in tbe Ice. 


NKVV Bisnroiii), Mass.. June 28.—Let- 


ters received in this city today from 
Herschel island bring the intelligence 
that three of tbe staunchest steamers of 
the San Francisco whaling Heel were 
caught in the ice off the mouth of Mac- 
kenzie river last September and cmilfl 
not make a harbor.

They were in no danger during the 
winter, but the letters stale that during 
June, when tho ice pack breaks up, the 
vessels will have a hard time of it and 
the chances are that all three will be 
crushed in the ice.
